Summary of reasons for decision: 

The DVD contains the feature 'Dear God No!: The Grindhouse Cut' which was submitted at the 
same time as a slightly shorter version called 'Dear God No!' (OFLC 13003237) which will be 
classified R18, with the descriptive note "Violence, sexual violence, dmguse and offensive 
language." This DVD also contains a range of additional components, such as trailer for the 
feature, behind-the-scenes material, a poster and still slideshow, and promotional material. The 
difference in running time between the two versions is attributable to slightly extended versions 
of some scenes, none of which alter the dominant effect of the shorter version of the feature. 
The extra materials on the DVD are in keeping with the tone of the feature and do not provide 
grounds to alter either the classification or descriptive note given to the feature 'Dear God No!".
